Mr. Thomas made the following 
statement: “We should have little 
difficulty in finding evidence of un- 
American influences now at work in 
this country. Nazi camps are 
springing up all over, and no at- 
tempt is made to conceal the fact 
that this movement as its ultimate 
objective the Nazification of Amer- 
ica.” 

The House approved a $25,000 
appropriation for the investigation, 
In submitting the recommendation, 
Representative Warren (Dem., 
North Carolina) stated: “The re- 
port will be embalmed in the arch- 
ives and nothing will be done about 
it.’ He said that there was suf- 
ficient legislation now enacted to 
take care of the conditions sought 
to be remedied-by the investigation.

Wise Assail 
Committee

NEW YORK—A thousand per- 
sons attending a dinner marking 
the twentieth anniversary of the 
American Jewish Congress heard 
speakers turn their fire on oppon- 
ents of the forthcoming referen- 
dum charging that malice inspired 
them in describing it as an attempt 
to create political separation in 
Jewish life. . 

Starting with Prof. Horace M. 
Kallen and ending with Dr. Step- 
hen S. Wise, Congress president, 
speaker after speaker thrust chief- 
ly at the American Jewish Com- 
mittee as leader of the group op- 
posing the balloting scheduled for 
June 25, 26 and 27. 

“We who are convinced believers 
and undeviating followers of the 
democratic ideal,” Dr. Wise declar- 
ed, “are accused of undemocratic 
practices. As for the statement 
that the American Jewish Congress 
elections mean the danger of a 
Jewish political unit, the American 
Jewish Committee which makes 
that charge, knows it to be false 
and sins against the honor of the 
Jewish people in uttering such a 
charge.” 

Dr. Wise, in a speech part of 
which was broadcast over munici- 
pal radio station WNYC, expressed 
sharp resentment at the Commit- 
tee’s use of the phrase “Americans 
who are Jews” in its statement dis- 


associating itself from the refer- . 


endum, ; 
Charging that this phrase harked 
back “to the tragic cowardice of 
the German Jews who declared over 
and over, ‘We are not Jews, but 
German citizens of Jewish faith,’ ” 
Dr. Wise asserted: “‘I am a Jew, 
not an American of Jewish faith. 
I have been an American for 63 
of the 64 years of my life, but I 
have been a Jew for 4,000 years.” 
He added: “Hitler was right in 
one thing. He calls the Jewish 
people a race, and we are a race, 
I make no apology for being a Jew, 


any more than the president of 


the United States does for being 
of Dutch ancestry.” 

Prof, Kallen, terming the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee “at best a 
philanthropy and at worst—well,

The Autobiography Of A Courageous Jewish 


Pioneer

(Continued ) 

My employer wanted me to find 
out what had become of his wife 
and nursing baby. I went out to 
search for them. Being impatient 
to find out where they were, he 
went out himsef to look for them. 
The mob took him and I happened 
to see him as I was passing, so I 
threw myself into the struggle and 
was able to save the life of my em- 
ployer at the risk of my own. I 
was young and was able to take care 
of myself and make my escape 
without being harmed. As a re- 
ward my boss offered me a choice 
between a modern university edu- 
cation at Charkov or a ticket to 
America. I chose the trip to 
America, the land of liberty and 
the home of George Washington, 
where the right to life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of happiness is guaran- | 
teed to all. 

After I arrived in America, I 
got an education in the school of 
hard knocks. I landed in Balti- 
more without five cents in my 
pocket, and was unable to speak 
the English language. I soon found 
work on a street paving job for 
five shillings a day. This was a 
wonderful salary to me, as I had 





never received that much in one 
day before. Later I was paid seven 
shillings a day. Finally, when I 
was paid a dollar a day, I was sure 
I was on the road to wealth. 

I saved up a little money and 
bought some merchandise and I 
went from one Maryland farm 
house to another to sell my mer- 
chandise. Then they used to eall 
us pack peddlers, but in the later 
years they called us bond salesmen. 
I had a very hard time in Mary- 
land because they didn’t understand 
my English, so I went to Bethle- 
hem, Pennsylvania, where they all 
spoke Pennsylvania Dutch and un- 
derstood my English perfectly. 

I peddled in the vicinity of the 
cities of Lancaster, York, Harris- 
burg, Lebanon and Reading. My ex- 
periences in Pennsylvania were 
among the farmers. I sold them 
small wares and notions. I shall 
always remember how kind these 
farmers were. Often the children 
taught me the AB C’s in the even- 
ing, and in this way I learned to 


| spell and to read the English lang- 


uage. In return for this kindness, 
I always tried to make myself use- 
ful. When I stayed at a farm 
house, the first thing I would do

Christians Losers 
Religious News Service 

PHILADELPHIA— Anti-Sem- 
itism in the United States would 
probably result in greater losses 
to Christians than to Jews, ac- 
cording to an editorial in The 
Messenger, national organ of the 
Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. 

Detailing Jewish concern re- 
garding anti-Semitism, the edi- 
torial continues: “We should be 
as deeply concerned as they, be- 
cause in such a diabolical cam- 
paign Christianity btands to lose 
as much as Judaism, possibly 
more. If the movement succeeds, 
Jews may lose their property, 
perhaps their lives; but Chris- 
tians would lose something worth 
more than property or life. 
Surely after all these centuries 
we cannot premit Jews to mani- 
fest more tolerance and brotherly 
good will than the professed fol- 
lowers of Christ. If we do it 


more Christian in spirit than we 
are,” 





was to see if there was water in 
the pails, or firewood to be brought 
in, or the baby to take care of.

| dise, never overcharged, never took 
advantage of anyone, and if there 
were any dissatisfactions, I made 
them right, regardless of whether 
those who were dissatisfied were 
right or wrong. 

After many different experien- 
ces in Pennsylvania, I took Horace 
Greeley’s advice, “Go West, young 
man, go West.” I went to Chicago 
and found a room in a home on 
Canal Street. In those days, Jews 
lived on only two sides of Chicago, 
|the west and south sides. There 
were no Jews on the north side, 
except a few millionaires, and it 
was difficult for a peddler to be- 
come acquainted with the people in 
that neighborhood, So [I had to 
stay on Cana] Street where many 
of the millionaires of today were 
‘raised. I put it mildly when I say 
that it was a hardboiled neighbor- 
hood. It was nothing unusual for 
them to be insulted and stabbed. 
Finally I decided to leave Chicago 
and to go to Wisconsin, 

When I migrated to Wisconsin, I 
found these westerners more dém- 
ocratic. Many of them had been 
immigrants themselves, and it was 
seldom that I was sent away from 
any home without food and lodg- 
ing. The majority of the settlers 
were scandinavians, Germans, 
Swiss, and good Irish, and I settled 
down in a Swiss community in New 
Glarus, Wisconsin. These people 
were very democratic, very indus- 
trious, economical, and kindhearted. 
I learned to speak the Swiss lang- 
uage, and was considered one of 
them, entering into their social life 
in practically every way. 

I used to peddle in Primrose, the 
town where La Follette was born. 
One day I was invited to dinner 
at the home of Eli Peterson, and 
while we were eating a young man 
from the city came to the house. 
The moment Eli saw him he jump- 
ed up from the table and said: 
“Hello Bob! What brings you 
here?” 

“Uncle, I am going to run for 
District Attorney, and I want to 
enlist your help.” After the Uncle 
had answered the boy that*he would 
help him all he could I- heard Eli 
say under his breath: “Why don’t 
you get acquainted with this Jew?

we got through talking politics, 
because of a certain naturat inheri- 
tance I have, and because “ Busi- 
ness is Business,” I right away sold 
him a pair of suspenders. It has 
always been my boast that I have 
supported him all his life, for Dis- 
trict Attorney, for Congress, and 
for the time when he was Gov- 
ernor. I was a delegate three 
times to the state conventions that 
elected him Governor. I was even 
sent east for seven weeks to speak 
in the most important eastern 
cities in the interest of La Follette 
for President, 

In 1887, I married Miss Dora 
Andelson, who was born and 
brought up in Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas. I met her in Chicago on the 
south side at the home of a family 
by the name of Lieberman. My 
wedding was in the Central Music 
Hall at 22nd and Wabash. Mrs. 
Levitan had received an American 
education, and as English was the 
only language she spoke, we al- 
| way spoke English in our home. 
| Although I was an uneducated 
|man, they elected me Justice of 
|the Peace in New Glarus. And so, 
|in order to save myself embarrass- 
;ment, evely time it was necessary 
to settle a case, I would do it out 
of court, inasmuch as I could not 
read or write the laws. If a man 
and woman disagreed and wanted 
a divorce, I always asked the man, 
“What will you do when you di-- 
vorce your wife?” 

“Get another,” was his answer. 











“How can you be sure that you 
will get a better woman than the 
one you now have,” I questioned 
him 


He said, “Well, I don’t know.” 

So I said, “What is the use? 
We men have to take a chance on 
our women. 
what you’ve got.” 

I always asked the same ques- ~~ 
tions of the woman and she gave 
me the same reply. I brought © 
them together again, and they al- 
ways thanked me for it. The case 
was always settled without expense 
to either party. 

In 1905 we moved to Madison in 
order to give the children the bene- 
fits of a better education. They 
all graduated from the Madison 
High School, and from the Univér- 
sity of Wisconsin, and my son even 
graduated from Harvard Law 
School. He worked for Meyer; 
Mayer, Austin and Platt. During 
the war he enlisted at the Navy 
Pier in Chicago. Today he is the 
Assistant Attorney-General.

Editor’s Chair: 

A year or so ago I commented 
on a letter I received from my col- 
lege roommate in which he marvel- 
led at my interest in Jewish affairs, 
remarking that on the campus I 
gave no indication of worry over 
or consideration of Jewish prob- 
lems. It’s a point I believe a psy- 
chologist could answer adequately, 
but my interest here is in the tone 
in which he posed the question. 
Jewish problems meant nothing to 
him. He was teaching at a rich 
Eastern university in a small col- 
lege town, and from his isolated 
position he could look upon and 
wonder at the seriousness with 


which I grappled with the Jewish 


situation. 

Last week, having forgotten that 
original letter, he wrote again, 
making the same remark. But this 
time his tone was entirely differ- 
ent. 

He was worried. “We are sitting 
ene a powder keg which may blow 
up momentarily,” he wrote. And 
his interest was the same Jewish 
Interest that manifests itself ev- 
erywhere that Jews get together to 
talk over Jewish troubles. At col- 
lege we were one in our indiffer- 
ence. After college, I found my 
work in Anglo-Jewish journalism 
and immediately plunged into that 
welter of Jewish organization and 
community life which is the hall- 
mark of Jewish life today. For 
him however, it was strange to 
see my interest. It was almost as 
if he doubted my seriousness, al- 
though I am sure, knowing his 
honest mind, he stopped before he 
reached that stage. But it is true 
that he was astonished at my pre- 
occupation with Jewish life. 

But now he is exactly where I 
am. Unavoidably so. Even in his 
Sequestered New England college 
town, he is beginning to feel that 
uneasiness which can be translated 
did we want to be articulate, into 
the word, insecurity”. 

Funny how a Jew finally and 
eventually ends up vitally interest- 
ed in the welfare of his people, re- 
gardless of his earlier disregard.

Rabbi Currick’s Answer 


be PVERAL weeks ago this paper ppingfed an 
editorial on the coming meeting of the Cen- 
ral Conference of American Rabbis in which it 
pointed out that the “impending fight between 
the synagogue and the Jewish center, and their 
primacy in Jewish life, will be thrashed out.” 
After reading the editorial, Rabbi Max C. Currick, 
of Erie, Pa., present president of the C. C. A. R., 
issued a statement on the particular point This 
paper reprints Rabbi Currick’s statement in full, 
and without further comment. 

“The fact that the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis will consider the question of the 
primacy of the synagogue at its Atlantic City 
meeting, June 21st to June 26th, seems to have 
fired the imagination of some sections of the Jew- 
ish press. One editorial, in particular, speaks 
of an ‘impending fight’ on the issue of the Syna- 
gogue’s central position. I question the advisa- 
bility of that phrase. I question it because I do 
not believe there is a ‘fight’ in the offing, unless 
it be a battle to re-educate our people to the im- 
portance of religion in Jewish life. 

“The attempt to restore the Synagogue to its 
former central position in Jewish communal life 
is undeniably important. But this attempt need 
not and should not involve conflict with any other 
Jewish group. What Judaism needs today is a 
healing, harmonizing force and the role of the 
Synagogue is not to aggravate conflicts but to 
allay them. The Synagogue must point the way 
to fellowship. 

“Judaism and the Jew are under attack today. 
It goes without saying, therefore, that our chief 
effort must be for understanding and unity. The 
Synagogue can well be a powerful force in bring- 
ing about this unity—and those of us who are 
still loyal to the Synagogue feel that it would 
operate for the greatest good of all were it to 
regain its traditional position of centrality in 
Jewish affairs. But the Synagogue will not gain 
such a position of authority by merely demanding 


it. The Synagogue will regain its old authority 
by exercising religious and moral leadership, by 
encouraging good work and by demonstrating 
through vigorous activity that it not only was, 
but still is, the motivating force for all good 
Jewish undertakings, 

“There is a gigantic educational task ahead 
of those who are committed to the cause of the 
Synagogue and the religious way of life. It is 
the task of raising a generation of Jews who 
will respond to the spiritual appeal of the Syna- 
gogue and will be able to adjust their personal 
behavior to it. Unless we aim to make our peo- 
ple better, morally and culturally, and give them 
some notion of the high meaning of their mem- 
bership in the House of Israel, the Synagogue 
will languish. In other words, we must again 
make the Synagogue not only the house of the 
people, but the house of a people worthy of its 
traditions and religious potentialities, 

“Our enemy is not any section of world Jew- 
ry, nor must we do battle with any specific per- 
sonalities or group. Our enemy is secularism it- 
self. We must distinguish issues from people. 
We must attempt to understand the reasons for 
the decline of the Synagogue’s prestige and the 
loss of its position of leadership. Then, we must 
define the constructive tasks in which the Syna- 
gogue can engage. On the basis of such know- 
ledge, the Synagogue can undertake with vigor 
the task of restoring religion to its rightful posi- 
tion of leadership. 

“This is of course the very question which 
the Conference has set for discussion at its meet- 
ing this month. What the various papers will 
have to say on the subject and what debate on 
the floor will bring forth, I do not know. As 
President of the Conference, however, I can only 
hope that the problem will be met not in a spirit 
of rivalry or conflict with others working for 
Jewish aims and well being, but in a spirit of 
constructive endeavor.” 


Calling On Congressmen For Approbation Reprehensible 


HEN The Christian Century took exception 

to Rabbi Stephen S. Wise’s attempt to line- 
up Christian ministers on one side of a strictly- 
Jewish question, it touched upon a tactic of The 
American Jewish Congress which is wholly inde- 
fensible. Along the same line is the recent an- 
nouncement that 142 members of Congress, in- 
cluding thirty-two senators, had expressed sym- 
pathy with The American Jewish Congress 
referendum.

Roman Slobedin Points Out Lack of Ameri- 
cans In Official Ranks In Palestine—The other 
day one of the most distinguished American Zion- 
ists in Palestine, who has been here for several 
months and who has visited the country a dozen 
times before, commented to me on the lack of 
Americans in the official ranks of the Jewish na- 
tional institutions here, who might keep the 
United States informed of affairs and represent 
the point of view and the ideas of American 
Jewry. This personage deplored the fact that 
there seemed to be few American Jews equipped 
for this task who were willing to come to Pales- 
tine and undertake it, and added: 

“It wouldn’t require a Brandeis or a Felix 
Frankfurter, but just some intelligent and prop- 
erly trained young men. A few of Professor 
Frankfurter's ‘hot dogs’ would be the ideal people 
for the job.” 

Such an addition would be an asset to Jewish 
leadership in Palestine. Young American Jews, 
with a progressive politica] ‘outlook and business 
training, would be more than mere watchdogs 
for American interests here; they could. make a 
big constructive contribution. Perhaps the pres- 
ent leadership might resist them at first; it is only 
natural for an established administration to ob- 
ject to taking in new elements. But it is also 
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Congressmen would answer in the affirmative. 

So too, in the case of the ministers. Securing 
their approbation of the referendum could not 
possibly affect the outcome of the voting. For 
too long, The Congress and Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise have gone to non-Jewish sources for com- 
fort and approbation. In some cases, the move 
was more justified than in others. But certainly 
the latest polling of Congress sentiment falls in 
the class of “boners”. It is just a bit too “raw” 
for even Jewish stomachs, and if present public 
Jewish feeling is any indication, the latest epi- 
sode once and for all has sounded the death knell 
for this type of fawning and empty show of 
power.
